British Fired upon by Russians. 

Lonpon, July 18.—A Times Con- 
stantinople dispatch gives the follow- 
ing account of the firing upon an un- 
armed boat from a British man- of-war 
by. ihe Russians near the Gulf of 
Saros: The captain of the English 
steamer reports that he was stopped off 
Gallipoli by a signal from the English 
oct, divecting him to take on board 
Lieutenant Hughes, sent by Admiral 
Cormerel to report the following inci- 
dent: Two days ago a man-of-war 
boat was cruising off the Russian lines, 

\and coming to a landing were imme 

diately made prisoner. A lieutenant, 
midshipman and ten men who were in 
the boat not returning to the English 
fleet, another boat was sent to e for 
them, bu! upon approaching the place 
this boat deg fired upon, two bullets 


pessing through the sides of the boat, 
ortunately without injury to any one. 


Paris, July 18.—The strike at Au-

WHAT DOES HE MEAN? 

In the Reno Journal of the 14th in- 
stant an article appeared, which pur- 

rted to contain the substance of an 
interview with District Attorney Cain 
of Washoe relative to the settlement 
made by him with Humboldt. Mr. 
Cain is represented as saying that 
bill of $373 for testimony for the Gov- 
ernor's office, which Washoe did not 
intend to pay, was allowed in full by 
Humboldt. Will the Journal or 
GazETTE explain this remark of Mr. 
Cain, so that there can be no misur - 
derstanding about it? Every bill al- 
lowed by Humboldt to Washoe in the 
Rover case was certified to by the 
Clerk of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners as having been examined and 
allowed, and by the Auditor as having 
been paid. If Mr. Cain is quoted cor- 
rectly in the Journal, one of these 
certified bills, which Washoe never 
intended to pay, was presented to 
Humboldt as paid. Here is evidence 
of crookedness on the part of the re- 
formers of Washoe, and requiers an 
explanation. Silver State. 

We confess to the Silrer State that, 
although we are anxious to have the 
matter explained, in the absenoe of 
legal decision it is almost impossible 
to learn tie exact truth.
